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Senate Approves Conflicting 
Refug ce Aid Appropriation Bill

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Senate approved $405 million to 
aid 115,000 Indochina refugees 
today after stipulating that the 
United States pay the ticket for 
any 
South 
Vietnamese 
who 
want to return home. 
The return trip stipulation 
conflicts with a House-passed 
bill which set a $507 million 
limit on refugee spending and 
funded $405 million for immedi 
ate use by governm ent and 
private relief agencies. 
The differences will have to 
be resolved next week by a 
congressional conference com 
mittee because the House did 
not meet today. 
The Ford administration has 
warned it is running short of 
funds to help the refugees from 
communist victories in South 
Vietnam and Cambodia. 
By voice vote, the Senate 
approved an amendment by 
Sen. George McGovern, D-S.D. 
to stipulate payment of the way 
home for any South Vietnamese 
who want to go back and live 
under communist rule. 
The bill was identical to one 
approved by the House earlier

(UPI) — Monroe County should 
wind up with at least 33 Vietnamese refugees, and 
perhaps more. 
Gail Mcllvane, director of service to military families 
for the Red Cross in Monroe County, said the local 
chapter has learned of 33 Vietnamese planning to come 
to Bloomington and Monroe County. Word of their plans 
came from Red Cross officials in Guam, the Philippines 
and Wake Islands. 
The 33 are expected in the near future and are all 
relatives of students at Indiana University’s main 
Bloomington campus. 
The Red Cross said it has not been notified of any 
other refugees heading to Monroe County, but added this 
does not mean there won’t be others. 


Headmaster Acquitted

Liquor Prices In “Limbo

limitations

existing on advertising of alcoholic beverages and an 
awareness of a possible crackdown on “excesses” is 
keeping Indiana from an alcoholic beverage price war, 
in the opinion of Chairman Jam es D. Sims of the 
Indiana Alcoholic Beverage Commission. 
Sims said Friday that the price situation for alcoholic 
beverages in Indiana is “ in a state of limbo” due to the 
combined impact of nonaction by the 1975 Legislature 
and 
action 
by

judge.

agreem ent” that had existed since 1963 had had the 
effect of setting prices for liquor and wine but the 
legislature 
decided against a 
continuation 
of

informal arrangement. 
Then Judge S. Hugh Dillin of the Southern Indiana 
federal district court last week rejected a plan that 
would have 
let 
the 
producers 
set 
the 
price 
for 
wholesalers. Sims said “we have asked the attorney 
general’s staff to work with us in resolving these 
problems.” 
He said a report is expected on the legal situation in 
time for the Tuesday meeting of the ABC. In the 
meantime, Sims said that while there is no price war as 
such, “we are getting complaints drug stores are 
turning into liquor markets. It could be a serious threat 
to those who sell alcoholic beverages under the quota 
system."

operating costs. 
Mrs! Brooks contended tljefe 
are 30 to 40 billion pennies 
being hidden rn the nation. She 
said the severest shortage is in 
New York City. 
Penny-hoarding reached seri­ 
ous proportions a year ago 
when a lot of people thought 
copper prices would soar. The 
hoarders were right, but only 
briefly, Mrs. Brooks said. 
Mrs. Brooks put a good deal 
of the blame for the copper 
coin shortage on men.

A successful dry cleaning establishment in a large city 
is operated by a man who was a drug addict for 18 years, 
served several jail sentences, and knew he was killing 
himself little by little. But he couldn’t stop taking drugs. 


Finally, he contracted yellow jaundice from a dirty 
needle and was hospitalized. When released, he got a job 
with a man who owned a dry cleaning shop. The man was 
kind to him, showed him how to do the work, and operate 
the business. The dry cleaner talked to the drug addict 
about Jesus Christ. The employee got tired of listening to 
him. He thought that “Christians have to have someone 
else to run their life.” Eventually, the employer invited 
the employee to attend church. He didn’t want to go, but 
he went to please him. 


The drug addict says, “ I went and in that place I 
received Jesus into my life. I ve never touched drugs 
since. From that day, I’ve been living a good life.” 


Later this man became a street worker with a Salvation 
Army drug center.

During the last political 
campaign, he made it a point to 
take annual vacation to make 
appearances supporting the

Indianapolis 
Mayor Richard Lugar for the 
Senate. Sendak has refused to 
use his state car or business 
hours on political trips. He 
abolished the time-honored 
practice of experienced lawyers 
being 
hired 
as 
part-time 
deputies, believing every state 
employee should give full time 
to the state. 
By law, the Attorney General 
is charged with entering any 
case and defending when state 
laws are questioned as to 
constitutionality. 
In 
this 
capacity, and as chief legal 
advisor to the Governor, every 
bill 
passing

Ethics Committee Guidelines 
For Free Riding Congressmen 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
House Ethics Committee today 
recommended that congress­ 
men should pay their own way 
on trips if they are mainly for 
political purposes or personal 
convenience. 
But the committee advised 
taking free rides is all right if 
members 
of 
Congress 
can 
construe the trip to benefit the 
prospective audience more than 
them, if they are picking up an 
honorarium or if the plane, car 
or 
boat 
is 
going 
to 
their 
destination anyway. 
The committee, saying it was 
responding to numerous re­ 
quests 
for 
advice, 
issued 
Advisory Opinion No. 4 “defin­ 
ing the propriety or improprie­ 
ty of acceptance by 
House 
members 
and 
employes 
of 
nonpaid transportation on pri­ 
vate or commercial facilities 
under certain circumstances.” 
The principal transportation 
largesse that members enjoy is 


free rides on corporate planes 
and junkets on inaugural airline 
flights. 
The primary objection to the 
free flights is that some of the 
members accept 
them from 
corporations or airlines whose 
operations 
came 
under 
the 
jurisdiction of the subcommit­ 
tee they serve on. 
Its unanimous decision, the 
committee said, “turns on the 
purpose of the transportation.” 
‘ Free transport Should not be 
i)St*d, the panel ruled, “if the 
principal purpose of the trip is 
political campaign activity and 
the host carrier is one who 
would be prohibited by law 
from 
making 
a 
campaign 
contribution,” or if “the person 
involved were to request the 
host carrier to schedule tran­ 
sportation expressly 
fur the 
convenience of the congression­ 
al passenger.”
